MCW A hears Brzezinski 
on Soviet Bloc politics 

Professor Zbigniew Brzezinski, Soviet affairs expert at Columbia University, will address 
the second plenary session of the McGIII Conférence on World Affairs on Thursday, October 31. 
He v/III speak on the development of the Soviet bloc and its power. 



Brzezinski, now Director of the 
Research Institute on Communist 
Affairs, Professor of Public Law 
and Government and faculty mem- 
ber of the Russian Institute of 
Columbia University, was educated 
at McGill where he received his 
HA. and MA. in Political Science. 

He received his Ph.D. in Politi- 
cal Science from Harvard Univér- 
sity in 1053 for his work in Public 
Law and Government 
A native of "Warsaw, Poland, 



who moved to the United States 
at an early age, Professor Brze- 
zinski has been described as "the 
only individual who can intelli- 
gently analyse Russian political 
developments without; behig in- 
fluenced by Western propaganda." 

He has written eight novels 
dealing with the Soviet Union, one 
of which, The Permanent Purge, 
has been translated into five lan- 
guages, excluding Russian. He has 
also written various articles on 



comparative government, hiter- 
national relations, and current 
affairs for more than 40 different 
political journals. 

Joel Bell, conference Chairman, 
reported that "Professor Brzezins- 
ki is quite happy to be returning 
to McGill University, his Alma 
Mater". Bell also said that there 
would likely be over 100 delegates 
to this year's conference, making 
it . the largest one in MCWA's 
seven-year history.

Six new promotions 
released yesterday 
by Dr. Robertson 

Six nevvracddemic promotions 
were announced yesterday by 
Dr. H. Rocke Robertson, Principal 
and Vice-chancellor. 

Dr. Robert F. R. Tcrroux was 
appointed associate dean in the 
faculty of' graduate studies and 
research. 

Five new professors were ap- 
pointed : Dr. H. I. Schiff, 40, and 
Dr. Alfred Taurins, 59, professors 
of chemistry; Dr. W. M. Martin, 
44, Dr. K. T. Sharp, 41, and Dr. 
Bernard Margolis, 37, professors 
of physics. 

Dr. Tcrroux, born in Montreal, 
joined the staff of McGill in 1931 
after receiving his Ph.D. from the 
University of Cambridge, where 
he was an overseas scholar from 
1927 to 1930, serving four years 
in the Cavendish Laboratory under 
Lord Rutherford. 

Dr. Schiff, regarded as an out- 
standing physical chemist and gco- 
chemist, joined the McGill staff 
In 1950, coming from the Natio- 
nal Research Council in Ottawa. 

Latvian-born Dr. Taurins was a 
well-known ^ chemist in Europe 
when he arrived at McGill in 1949 
as an associate professor and Lady 
Davis Fellow. He was elected last 
year to the Royal Society of Can- 
ada, in recognition of his work in 
the organic chemistry of nitrogen, 
sulphur, and heterocyclic com- 
pounds. 

At McGill since 1055, Dr. Martin 
spent the previous ten years at 
Queen's University and Chalk 
River. He is from Heatherdalc, 
P.E.I., and received his Ph.D. 
from McGill in 1951. He is a mem- 
ber of the Canadian Association of 
Physicists and an examiner in phy- 
sics for the Protestant School 
Board. 

Dr. Sharp has been teaching at 
McGill since 1953. Bom in Michi. 
gan, he did both his undergradua- 
te and graduate work at McGill. 

Bora ; in Montreal, ' Dr. Margolis 
received his undergraduate de- 
grecs at HcGiU and his Ph.D. from 
the Massachusetts ' Institute of 
Technology. After teaching and 
doing research at MJLT., Colum> 
bia, and Ohio State universities he 
came to McGill In 1081. 
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I One Final Plea 

It now appears that the students of McGill will be 
deprived of one of their favorite complaints. Each 
year the Doily spends five days bemoaning the poor 
results of the current Blood Donor clinic only to pro- 
claim on the sixth that a new record has been set. 
This usually infuriates many of the noble souls who 
inhabit our campus prompting them to accuse the 
Committee of deceit. The underlying philosophy 
seems to be: "If you say you ore going to fall short, 
you have a moral obligation to do so." 

Well, barring a miracle, and one which the 
majority of McGill's students seems hardly capable 
of producing, Thursday's Daily will not carry any 
proud reports of new records set. As this editorial 
is written, with the sun beaming in the window on 
a near perfect fall day, the Blood Donor Clinic outside 
our door is dying a slovv and painful death. What 
' started this morning as a trickle has remained no 
more than that and even the occasional straggler 
is hard to find. 

What is the answer? In a moment of desperation 
the Blood Drive Chairman resorted to a sound truck, 
a weapon he wanted very much not to use. Un- 
fortunotelyt even this proved ineffectual. Short of 
. physical coercion there is nothing left for the com- 
mittee to use and they will not, we hope, resort to 
such coercion. 

Students, faculty, and administration at McGill 
number over 9,000. At most 2,000 of these hove 
medical excuses, ore underage, or hove given blood 
within the last three months. Of the remaining 7,000, 
only 2,500 hove seen fit to do their port. 4,500 
others, all healthy enough to give, all supposedly 
intelligent enough to appreciate the vital importance 
of this undertaking, have chosen to ignore the Drive, 
or what is worse, ridicule it. 

We congratulate the committee for the fine work 
they have done to dote. The failure of the campus 
is not their failure. On behalf of the Red Cross and 
the committee we,extend sincere thanks to those who 
hdve done their duty. To those who have not found 
it in their hearts we con only soy two things. First, 
we ask that you think carefully about the Blood 
Drive before this day ends. Secondly, it is our wish 
that none of you will ever live to regret your decision 
not to help. The heartbreak of the person who needs 
only blood to live but knows that this blood is not 
available is one which we would not wish on anyone. 

What you decide this day, may determine, as 
absolutely as any sentence could, the future of 
another man or woman. Please, find it in your hearts.

One of the by-products of 
life in our society seems to be 
the diffuse anxiety many of us 
feel, and which Is often coupl- 
ed with a vague feeling that 
someliow It is not within our 
power to influence significant- 
ly the flow of events.

new buildings which serve to 
remind us of the early life of 
our city. 

Fortunately the proposal of a 
Montreal businessman to demo- 
lish several historic buildings 
to make way for a parking lot 
was defeated, but not with any 
real official enthusiasm. Now 
the Provincial Government, the 
guardlan-angel of French-Can- 
ada's cultural heritage, has un- 
veiled plans (a) to unroll an 
expressway along Commission- 
ers' Street, and (b) to flatten 
several blocks between Notre 
Dame and St. James Street to 
provide space for a character- 
less (but functional!) 40 storey 
courthouse. Whether it is pos- 
sible to halt this last project is 
debatable, considering the 
powerful interests invariably 
involved in a thing of this 
nature; nevertheless, steps 
have already been taken, notab- 
ly by the U. of M.'s School of 
Architecture. It is our hope 
that they will succeed, it only 
for the memory of the old Ho- 
tel dc France on St. Gabriel, 
now, alas, no more.

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U of M student addresses NDP 
on Quebec separatist movement 

MicKdsr MacAndrew, a Law student from the University of Montreal, addressed ihe NDP at 
McGill today on socialism in .Quebec. 



MicJiacI Wallace, Vice-President 
of tlie NDP at McGlll, introduced 
tlic speaiccr. He expressed pleasure 
that McGill students should listen 
to views from tiie other side of the 
mountain. 

MacAndrew, himself an ardent 
socialist, believes that Quebec 
should be granted independence 
and follow a socialist government. 
He is also a firm believer in the 
dual-nation concept. 

Although no reports are avail- 
able, the speaker stated that the 
people of Quebec do believe that 
two nations already exist in Cana* 
da since "the leaders of every po- 
litical party in the province are 
unanimous in this assertion." 
Connotation different 

McAndrew said that Canada is 
already divided. He explained that 
one reason for -English. Canadians 



misunderstanding French-Canadian 
motive is that the word "nation" 
has a different connotation in 
French and English. In English, 
"it is merely a political unit" while 
in French the word talccs on a 
broader meaning. 

"Nation" deals with human geo- 
graphy. A people with a common 
culture, a common history, a com- 
mon language, and a common or- 
igin. "All this, coupled with a com- 
mon geographic unit, constitutes a 
nation, according to I^Ir. MacAn- 
drew. 

On socialism and nationalism, 
MacAndrew holds very decided 
views. Although most people bc-
